JT CAME LIKE AN EARTHQUAKE. 


Patrolmen Reuter and King Stood Near 
the Heavy Manhole Covers, 
Which Were Sent Thirty 
Feet Into the Air, 


A thunderous explosion shook the build- 
ings around Fourth street and Lucas ave- 
mue at 7 o’clock Wednesday morning. 

The neighborhood was panic-st.icken for 
the moment. Early workers rushed out 
into the streets, and there were flying 
debris and broken glass and frightened 
horses in every drection. 

At the instant of explosion, ther heavy 
fron coverings of the manholes in front 
@nd at the side of the building on the 
southwest corner of Fourth and Lucas, oc- 
cupied by J. A. Maginnis & Co., as a sad- 


diery house, shot into the air to a distance }. 


of about thirty feet, falling back with a 
great -clatter. 

Eight of the big windows in the Ma- 
ginnis building were broken, and the glass 
came down in little pieces on the pave- 
ment. Thomas J. Chewning, manager of 
the eaddiery company, was telephoned for 
and hastened down from the West End Ho- 
tel. He thinks it probable the building has 
been damaged in the solidity of its walls, 
and has reported to the agent, J. V. 5S. 
Barrett. The house is owned by Mrs, 
Swang . 

The explosion was caused by rotten gas 
pipe. The pipe in that vicinity is at least 
half a century old, it is said, and has long 

- emitted a smell of escaping gas. During 
the construction of conduits along there, 
last summer, the atmosphere was almost 
unbearable and proved a great detriment 
to business. 

The recent sleet storms had covered the 
man traps with impenetrable thickness of 
ice, to which wera added piles of dirt and 
snow tumbled ou’ of ths plows of the 
Fourth street cab\is railway. The slowly 
escaping gas beneuth this mass of ice and 
earth accumulated until it burst its bounds. 

Patrolmen Reuter and King were near by 
when the explosion occurred. They ‘say it 
sounded like a cannon and the heavy man- 
hole covers flew. higher than the second 
story windows of the Maginnis building. 
Immediately glass ahd debris fell. 

The officers thought for an instant that 
there had heen a gigantic earthquake. 

A heavy coal wagon that chanced to be 
‘passing by careened and the driver was al- 
most thrown from his seat. 

Goods in the stores in the immediate 
neighborhood were thrown from their she!v- 
ing and consternation reigned for a time. 

The police officers consider it-a miracle 
that no one was hurt. The early hour at 
which the explosion occurred prevented in- 
jury to lives and limbs. 

Merchants and property owners in that 
vicinity are indignant at the gas company 
for permitting its pipes to remain so many 
years unrenewed. 


SANITARY WAGON STRUCK. 


(Acids Scattered and Driver Burkhart’s 
Shoulder Injured. 


If there were any disease germs lurking 
around the vicinity of Seventh etreet and 
Chouteau avenue Wednesday morning they 
are all dead now. The corner was deluged 
with acids and disinfectant fluids by an ac- 
cident, and at the same time the germs 
were killed a city employe suffered a badly 
sprained shoulder. 

Sanitary wagon No. 6 was being driven 
south on Seventh e@treet Wednesday morn- 
ing by Ben Burkhart of 3424 Pine atreet, and 
Frank Jackson, of 7923 Ivory avenue.. They 
misjudged the speed of an east-bound grip 
train of the Fourth street Ine as they 
passed Chouteau avenue, and before they 


had crossed the tracks the grip car struck 
the wagon a broadaeide. , 

The wagon was toesed to one side of the 
street a wreck, and its contents, consisting 
of bottles and jugs of acids were smashed 
to bita, the fluid pouring over the snow and 
srienling in rivuieta to the gutter. Burk- 
hart fell against the curbstoné on his. side, 
bruising his body painfully and dislocatifig 
hie shoulder. He was sent home.

tivities of a commercial empire. 

For the average man a deal on the Board 
iof Trade means a mere § eculative battle 
which at the close js settled by the pay- 
ment of differences, the real commodity be- 
ing used merely as a basis for operations. 
In the Leiter-Armour deal the speculations 
have been what economists call honest. 
That is to-say, the wheat that has been 
bought and sold has been bought and sold 
for delivery. ‘These transactions stagger 
the intellect. It is almost impossible to 
conceive the meaning of 6,000,000 bushels of 
wheat. Oneemay as well talk about sixty 
billion dollars or a thousand million miles. 

How did P. D. Armour get this wheat to- 
gether to deliver it to Joseph Leiter? 

Armour’s operations are likened by @ 
Board of Trade man with a B:blical turn 
of mind tothe corner of food products by 
Joseph, in Egypt, where, according to 
Genesis XLI., “All the countries of the 
earth had to come into Egypt to Joseph for 
to buy corn,”’ 

For several weeks ship load after ship 
load of wheat has been pouring into Chi- 
cago from every depot in the big North- 
west. The grain is the choicest in the mar- 
ket. It is what is called contract wheat— 
that.is, Ne. 2 old, or Ne. l«Northern, .Ar- 
mour could not deliver any kind of wheat 
but these two. The inspection has been 
careful, but Mr. Armour knew what kind 
of wheat he had to have-and got it, 

Five weeks ago he saw what was in pros- 
pect, and this fores'ght—the one qualifica- 
tion that is supremely necessary to the suc- 
cessful business man—enabled him to be 
ready to:turn over the stocks when the time 
came for him to do it. He knew precisely 
what he could command, and he set about 
it in the simplest and most direct manner. 

Mr. Arm@®ur found that he had a matter of 
6,000,000 bushels to eget, and at once all the 
various activities of the complex mechanism 
of the superbly organized house of Armour 
& Co. were setin motion. The wheat want- 


'ed was stored in the warehouses of Duluth, 


M'nneapolis and the Northwest. This wheat 
must be bought, transported to Chicago 
stored und inspected by the first day of 
January. It was a problem from which most 
men would shrink. To buy goods is easy 
if one “has money or credit. It was the 
physical question of carrying such a vast 
quantity over tremendous stretches of land 
and water. It was, ina way, a battle, not 
between Armour and Le'ter, but between 
Armour and nature. And Armour won. 

The directing genius of the big house 
went to work at once. His agents went to 


Duluth, to Minneapolis and to the north- 
west to buy wheat. Other couriers were 
dispatched to see the railroads and the ves- 
sel men. The telegraph was used ad libi- 
tum. Every steamship that could be hired 
was engaged. Within a few days a big fleet 
of the biggest carriers on the great lakes 
was awaiting the orers of the Chicago mer- 
chant or was busy fretting through the 
water heavily laden with fine, round wheat 
for the Armour elevatofs.

Young Mr. Leiter has already put §2.000,- 
000 into the deal, and it is said that he has 
$6,000,000 ready in hard cash tn-case he needs 
it. Thus far he has dtrected the deal alone, 
but now‘the elder Leiter is here and it is 
possible that, befng on the ground, he will 
feel inclined to pit’*some of his ripe business 
experience against that of the eminently 
sagacious Armour. 

During the progress of the battle the tac- 
tics of the two opposing forces have been 
superfine. Brain has been matched against 
brain with the very best of skill. The power 
behind each has been incalculable. A thou- 
sand and one points have been thought of by 
both sides, but it must be admitted that the 
most admirable work ever done in any 
wheat deal, if not in any business transac- 
tion in trade history, was done by the 
founder of the Armour Institute when he 
reached out and drew to the bosom of Chi- 
cago 6,000,000 bushels of wheat for which 
Europe is crying out.

The police are mystified over the strange 
disappearance of James H. Bestt, who has 
not been at his home, 3854 Easton avenue, 
since last Saturday. 

Bestt was a watchman employed by C. 
O. Eames, Superintendent of the special 
service on the Wabash railroad.

When 
questioned he replied that he was walking 
along the tracks in Baden early Saturday 
morn.ng when he was attacked by two men 
who beat and robbed him. His friend took 
him to a doctor’s office at Fourth street 
and Washington avenue, where his wounds 
were dressed. 

“Bestt seemed all right and his friend 
accompanied him to Franklin avenue, where 
he assisted him on an Easton avenue car 
and started him home. He reported the 
matter to headquarters and it was not 
supposed that Bestts injuries were serious, 
“Sunday evening I met Bestt again. He 
was walking on Market street and had a 
peculiar look tn his eyes. He talked in a 
rambling fashion, and could give no ac- 
count of himself. I was in a hurry at the 
time or I should have gone home with him. 
As it was, as he appeared perfectly willing 
to do as I wanted him to, I took him to 
Franklin avenue and put him on a car and 
started him home.

“Mary Stuart” was the bill at the Olympic 
last night with Modjeska in the title role. 
The old tragedy is of absorbing interest to 
those who can make themselves en rapport 
with the character of the hapless Mary. 
The audience last night was made up large- 
ly of this contingent. Women sat with 
their eyes fixed on the. stage and their 
breath coming in short gasps. Modjeska 
looked ten years older than she did as 
Magda, but she made a handsome and ma- 
jestic Queen, She worked up to the climax 
in the third act with magnificent effect.

MILK TRUST IN NEW YORK, 


Corporation Formed With a Capital of 
Fifteen Million Dollars, 


NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—A milk trust has 
been incorporated with a capital of $13,- 
000,000. The articles of incorporation have 
been filed at Trenton, N. J. John D, Gil- 
more, the originator and promoter of the 
new company, is a rich baker of 208 Green- 
wich street. He formed the famous cor- 
poration known as the New York Biscuit 
Co. 

Mr. Gilmore and his associates have been 
busy for over a year in organizing the new 


company. His son, William P. Gilmore, 
said that they would begin business at 
once. He boasted that it had already got 
control of the milk delivery of over 1,000 
Wagons, and that a large majority of the 
milk dealers of the city were in the cor- 
poration, 

Three hundred creameries and 200 retail 
companies and dealers who deliver milk 
to consumers are to be consolidated in one 
great company. The company is also au- 
thorized to deal in poultry, eggs, butter and 
vegetables. 

he present price of milk is 6 cents, and 
Gilmore says the trust could do business at 
a profit by selling at 3 cents a quart. 


INCREASE OF THE ARMY. 


The Hawley Bill Said to Be Certain of 
Passage by Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 22.—An agree- 
ment has been reached between the leaders 
of the Senate and House which practically 
insures the passage of the Hawley bill to 
increase the army by two regiments of 
artillery. 

Petitions of numerous commercial bodics 
in favor of the increase have been largely 
instrumental in causing the change in the 
opposition. The two regiments are abso- 
lutely necessary to insure proper garrisons 
for the fortifications on the coast. 


PRESIDENT BROWNE DEAD. 


He Was the Head of the Colored True

MICHIGAN TAX. DECISION. 


If It Stands the State Will Lose 
Thousands. 


LANCING, Mich.,.Dec. 22.—Hundreds of 
tax titles in Michigan have been rendered 
worthless by a decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of the Connecticut Mu- 
tual Fire Insurance Co. against Wood, the 
effect of the decision being that when lands 
are b'd off to the State for taxes of one 
year and are still held by the State, such

Remorseful Fred Morrisse 
Comes Back to Confess. 


TOOK $400 FROM HIS FIRM. 


CHICAGO: *YOUTH SURRENDERS 
HIMSELF IN CHIEF HAR- 
RIGAN’S OFFICE, 


RAN AWAY FROM HOME NOV. 3. 


Since Then He Traveled Through En- 
gland, France and Germany, but 
Not Once, He Says, Could 
He Forget -His Crime. 


“I am sick and tired of being a fugitive. 
I have traveled at breakneck speed over 
France, Germany, England and the United 
States, trying to leave behind the memory 
of a crime. I cannot do it. I am haunted 
wherever I go, I want to surrender.” 

Thus spoke a slender lad of 22 years as 
he entered Chief Harrigan’s office at the 
Four Courts Wednesday morning and ad- 
dressed Secretary Espy. 

The self-confessed fugitive gave the name 
of Fred Morrisse. He told Chief Harrigan’s 
secretary that he was wanted in Chicago 
on a charge of embezzlement. 

A glance at the police records showed that 
Fred Morrisse has been advertised as a 
eee: He tells his story without hesita- 

“Por é6everal months prior to Nov. 3 of 
this year,” said Morrisse, “I was enipiyed 
by Sears, Roebuck & Co., a large mail order 
house, 82 Fulton street, Chicago. On Nov. 
3 I was instructed to buy $400 worth of 
stamps. That amount of money wags in- 
trusted to me and I left my place of busi- 
ness without intending to do anything 
wrong. But an evil instinct erept over me. 
I met some friends to whom I was under 
obligations and I spent a small prtion of 
the money in treating them. This was a 
foolish step, 4 

‘I could not make good the shortage im- 
mediately, because I had only a few minutes 
to remain away from the office. A thou.

From Philadelphia I went to New 
York. Every day added to my terror. I 
fancied that I would be arrested every time 
I turned a corner.

Seven days out from New York! landed 4 
London, I had not thought of the cable, 
until I was roaming the streets of the 
big ——— city.

ents to Rudolph M. Hunter of Philadel- 
phia, assignor to the General ‘ Electric 
Company of New York, on the transmis- 
gion of electrical. energy, covering a pe- 
riod of seventeen years. Should the Su- 
preme Court of the United States uphold 
these patents millions of dollars in royal- 
.tles must be paid by the Westinghouse 
_ and other electrical companies. These pat- 
ents are of greater importance to the elec- 
trical world than any granted in years, as 
the appliances covered by the patents are 
being used by the large electric lighting 
concerns in all the large cities. 
_ Mr. Greely, Assistant Commissioner of 
Patents, said: ‘The patents cover broadly 
the idea of generating high tension cur- 
rents and transmitting them through a 
wire or by means of an induction coil or 
transmitters into l@w tension currents, or 
high tension currents, as the case may be, 
for distribution. By this process there is 
much less leakage and the currents can be 
gent a greater distance. There is far more 
danger in these currents, as they are tvo 
high tensioned to be used in lighting or for 
yower purposes. The system patented, 
Cccrenter. enabled the electric company to 
transmit heavy currents into low tension 
by sending the high tens.on current through 
a fine wire coil by a transmitter, which has 
a coarser wire wound around it. The high 
dfension current generates by induction a 
current of lower tens sion in a coil of coarser 
wire. 

By this-process the current can be regu- 
jated at will. There is no doubt that the 
jatents cover systems which are very large- 
y in use at the present time. They are 
very broad. They will probably more large- 
ly affect the Westinghouse Company than 
any other electrica) concern in the country, 
and‘in all probability will result in iong 
drawn out lawsuits.

The boy told his story and the policemaé,

MANY WELCOME THE PRELATE. 


He Talks of the Famine in Ireland, of 
the Pope and of Italy’s 
Treacherous Move. 


Archbishop Kain has been busy since his 
return from Rome. A great volume of 
business awaited his coming and he went 
to work promptly to dispose of it. 

Then the preests of the diocese have been 
calling in almost a procession to pay their 
respects to their superior, and in addition 
to receiving them and transacting other 
business the Afchbishop has spent some 
time away from the Archiepiscopal resi- 
dence on missions of religion. 

He gave ordination at Kenrick Seminary 
Tuesday morning. He returned to the 
seminary in the evening and spent the 
night there. He came back to the arch- 
jepiscopal residence at noon, 


“T went abroad for two reasone,” the 
Archbishop said. “Of course I was required 
to make my decennial visit to the Vatican. 
It should have been made in 1895, but I was 
not Archbishop then. I was the Adminis- 
trator and I obtained a postponement of 
the visit until this year. 

‘Then after I held the synod last year I 
Was prepared to go. I did not have to go 
when I did. I jeft earlier than was neces- 
oary because I needed a rest. 

did not proceed direct to Rome. I 
spent all of August and September in 
travel. I traveled in Ireland, England and 
Scotland, then went to Antwerp spent 
some time in Belgium, went from there to 
Germany and thence to France. 

“After+a stay in Paris I went to Mar- 
seilles, and from there journeyed leisurely 
to Rome, stopping at allethe important 
cities on the way. 

“T reached Rome in October and found I 
was still too early. The Papal offices are 
closed during vacation from August til] 
Nov. 1, a fact I was not aware of. I went 
then to Venice, and from there to Switzer- 
land. I returned to Rome about the end of 
October. 

‘‘T remained in Rome transacting the busi- 
ness of my mission, for three weeks, I was 
surpr'sed to find the ‘Pope looking so well. 
The stories. of his illness and weakness are 
not true. He jooked as Well as when I saw 
him seven yeacs ago, and at 88 he ts sound 
of body and vigorous of intellect. 

“His Holiness displayed deep interest in 


“Tamerica and the church here, and exhibit- 
ed a su @ knowledge of our inst:tu- 
tions and national habits and Cralts. M 
report of this Diocese, have nt 
was entirely satisfactory to His Holiness. 


“After leaving Rome I went to Naples, 
and having a desire to visit, even if ever 
so briefly, Spain, I went thence to Gibral- 
tar. I epent a week in Spain, visiting Gren- 
ada, Seville and Cordova. Then I returned 
to Gibraltar; had to remain there one day 
longer than i expected, owing to the steam- 
er being late, and sailed from there . 
making a quick and uneventful tri home. 

“I enjoyed the trip very much and am in 
excellent health. I heard that in Ireland 
in the western portion the potato crop had 
failed and there was much distress, but 
I saw none of this. I was in the eastern 
portion, where the crops were not affected. 

“I heard a great deal of the proposed ‘98 
celebration. The people are quite enthu- 
siastic over it and I expect there will be a 
great gathering of Irishmen from all over 
the world, 


“I saw a great deal to interest me arety- 
where, much more than I have time to 
tell you of, but if 2 ony one askéd me what 
part of the trip I enjoyed most I should 
Say my three weeks in Rome. 
“There {gs nothing like Rome. And it fs 
not only a great historical city. There is 
much more than its pemtmes and soulp- 
a? and architecture enjoy 
ou meet men of intelligence there—men 

who in scientific knowledge have no supe- 
riors in the world. A month in Rome is 
an intellectua] feast.’’ 

Asked as to the present naseation, in a Sey 
to cut down the large sums 
officials by what is known as ony ‘law of 
uarantees,”’ made at the time of the treaty 
etween the Vatican and Quirinal, Arch- 
bishop Kain said: 


“T have read of the alleged agitation on 
this subject.

I do not know 
about that, but I do know that these pay- 
ments guaranteed by the Government were 
agreed upon when the Italian Government 
confiscated the ecclesiastical property. 

“In return these payments were prom- 
ised, and pea peg so, It is pfesumable that 
these bishoprics wh'ch are so well paid 
had large eetates attached to them at the 
time of confiscation. 


“Of course, the Italian Government is 
bankrupt. That is a notorious fact. The 
consequence is that the People are taxed so 
that the poor can hardly make a living. 
cues is why so many Italians cOme over 


“Being so og td taxed, naturally they 
want to reduce taxation to make their con- 
dition more bearable, hénce the agitation to 
reduce the payments to the church. 

“Age a matter of right the church is en- 
titled to this revenue. And the revenue 
guarante for the property confiscated 
doés not embrace all or nearly all. Thue 
the civfl government abolished the various 
chureh orders, refusing to recognize them 
or their right to own property. When the 
order wae dissolved the property belonged 
to no one and it went to the government. 

“No orders of monks or nuns is recog- 
are there, but they cannot own propery 
in their own name. Friends have bought 
property, for them, but it is kept in the 
names of others.”’ 

‘Archbishop Kain refused to say a word 


about local matters.

The Cabanne Place Rallway grab re- 
ceived a body blow ~ 

The fight which the Post-D’spatch as- 
eisted the people to make against the grab 
is a winning one. 

The Couneil Committee on Rallroads yes- 
terday unanimously signed a report that 
the proposed road its not a public necessity 
and should not be built. 

The b.ll will come before the Council a 
week hence, and unless that body over- 
rides unbroken precedent and sets aside 
the unanimous report of one of its com. 
mittees the bil] is dead, and cannot be re- 
vived during the life of the present Munic!i- 
pal Assembly. 


The Post-Dispatch was the first to call 
attention to this grab, conceived by the 
Lindell Railway Company, and to expose 
its purposes. 

A bolder attempt to confiscate public 
property and at the same time mar and de- 
preciate much of the cho‘cest private prop: 
erty in the city was never designed by a 
corporation. The road was to traverse Del- 
mar, Maple, Taylor, Fountain avenue and 
other exclusively residence streets and bou- 
levards in the West End. The people whose 
preperty war to ve invaded and cut to 
pleces, for the benefit of a few individuals, 
rose as a unit to protest against the fran- 
chise. Public meetings were held, and the 
protests given utterance in the columns of 
the Post-Dispatch until the whole city be- 
came aroused to the importance of putting 
a check on franchise grabbers and the free 
use of its streets for individual gain.’ 

The executive officers of the Lindell pooh- 
poohed the opposition and declared that as 


the Lindel] never undertook an enterprise 
it did not carry out, the road would be 
built, 

The Counci] Committee made no haste to 
take up the bil] and announced that It 
would not do so until the opponents of it 
had time to formulate their protests. 
Through indignat'on meetings and the col- 
umng of the Post-Dispatch the people gath- 
ered a mass of invincible protests against 
the bill, and word was passed to the com- 
mittee that they were ready for the case 
of the people against the franchise grabbers 
to be opened. 

The public hearing brought to the City 
Hall such an array of representative citl- 
zens on one purpose bent as had never 
been geen there on any other occasion. 
Verbal and written protests were piled up 
before the committee. 

There was not a single petition favoring 
the franchise and three or four beneficiaries 
of it stood alone against the mass of citi- 
zens who had come to denounce it as “a 
brazen and iniquitous scheme, born of ael- 
fishness, against public policy and unneces- 
sary for the public convenience.” 

One hearing was not sufficient for the 
case and a second was given. This one, 
like the first, was equally exciting and. if 
anything, made stronger the opposition to 
the bill. The committee took it under ad- 
visement and yesterday asked the Council 
to file it. 

If the bill has a friend in the Council, he 
has not shown himself.
